BOGUS NICKELS.

Ceunterfelt Five-cent Pleces In Clrouwintlon -
The Resuit of an Awsny Ll the Mint- Lok
S o montle gt the New York Bub-ircarary
For mon ¢ New York Bu

has been rodeamlng the nickel five-cent ecoln st
the rate of several hundred dollars per day. Mr.,
Jobhn O. Johnson, of the Treasury Department,
observed, a few days ago, that a conslderable
pumber of suspiclous pleces were daily offered
for redemption. A fufther examination con-
vinced him that they were counterfelt, and be
decidod :wcordlnﬁly. though the dies were so
well executed and the metal so skilifully alloyed
as to decelve the aldest and most expérienced
coln experts, evou when submitted to them for
erition) examination.

From $6 to $#8 nominal value of this coin ia
offered daily at the Bub-Treasury in New York
for redemption, from warions sources. Only two
or three days ago Mr, Johnson rejected ton of
these pleces In a bagof £50 from the Atlantie
Bank, of Brooklys, N. Y., and they are found in
larger proportion ¢ven than this, many of them
new and moch improved on former ssues.
There s, evidently, much of it In eirculation,
and the public would do well to scrutlnlze the
coln carefully.

The Assistant Treasurer at New York, Mr.
Folger, sugpested n few days ago that some spe-
clmens of the counterfeit nickels be sent to the
United States Mint in this city for examination.
Accord ingly four of the m?)pomd counterfeits
und four of the genuine coin: were forwarded
to ex-Governor Pollock, the Director of the
Mint. The clght colns were submitted by him
to Mr. Lekfeldt, the Assayer, who gave the fol-
lowing result of the assay to which they were
subjectod, with some hints as to the means of
detecting the counterfelt coins, which will prove
useful o the publie:—

MINT QF THE UNITRD STATES, PHILADELPEIA, Feb,
b, 1690—Hen. James Pollock, Director, eto., eto.—
Dear Sir:—The five cent nlckél-copper pleces sent by
Mr, Johnson, of the U, 8. Treasury at New York,
have given occasion to an interesting and important
examination—the first of the Kind that we have been
called on to make, Hitherto tho counterfeits of this
coln have usually been casts, but we have herea
coloage with dies.

There were aight pleces, At first sight the general
npfmrsnm a8 to engraving and color led to the
belief that four were gesuine and four counterfeft,
which, on further trial, proved to be the fact, Our
most rendy test with all Kinds of coin 18 the welght,
which counterfeiters can seldom bring out right.
The true welght 18 77 16 grains, Three of the pleoes
were grossly in error, being under 70 graing; a fourth
suepected plece happensd to be jost right. This
last plece was subjected to nssay, and proved to con-
tain 14 per cent. nlokel, instead of 25 per cent., the
lawral proportion,

It also contalped a large proportion of zime;
making In fact the nsual “German silver.” The diea
were the same as in the other three, except the date,
1869 ; the othera belng '8 and '67. Al thes#e four
rlam have a yellowish tint, and the engraving ls

alse and coarse, but not suMelently 8o to be deteoted
by a hasty inspection. On the whole, it s & dan.
gerous issue, and lpro\rcs that, with more skill in
angnuvl and alloying, great [rauds could be
ractised,

Director Pollock, in forwarding the report of
the Aseayer to New York, wrote as follows: —

“In addition to what Mr. Eckfeldt has sald, 1 may
ROy a8 A further te"ﬁ you will find the motto, ‘In
God we trust,’ a deal larger in the counterfelt
than (n the genuine. The yellow color of the coun-
terfeit will afford some teat, ete, This appear-
ance {8 caused by the presenoe of zine, which ia not
in the genuine.” A

Itis to be hoped that all persons through
whose hands any considerable quantity ef ﬂfe—
cent pieces pass will examine them in the light
of the suggsstions given above, and use their
endeavors (o trace the counterfeits to their
source. The counterfeiting of five-cent pleces
is about as small o piece of disreputable business
that & man can engage in, and all who are en-
gaged In the business should be brought to grief
a8 soon ns possible. There i8 doubtless guite us
much of the bogus coln in cirenlation here as In
New York.

Funeral of the Murdered Edltor nt Havann.
The funeral of Castanon was the largest that
has ever t.u(l;e;:: 1'&1::;511; Havana, bekn thousand
persens and hun of carriages taking part in
the procession. The body wns urrlogon the
ghoulders of the volunteers, while the most
rominent citizens of Havana acted as pall-
r8, The streets were lined with spectators,
and it is eomputed that over fifty thousand per-
sons occupled the sidewalks. Political and
personal enemies forgot their rancor, Mr. Gelpl,
of the Prensa, and Ariza, of the Diario,
being the pall-bearers. Al several places
along the route the procession was
stopped to sllow #ome ladies to place crowns
of evergreens and immortelles on the coffin.
That the death of Castanon was felt could be
seen in the facos of the men, and many women
cried when the sad corfege passed. Castanon’s
children are now under the protection of the
Bpaniards, thousands of dollars being daily sab-
scribed to place them beyond want. Hud the
Spaniards only carried ont their original inten-
tion of not commitiing a single net of retalin-
tion, the effect of Castonon's tragic end would
have been lmperishable, both at home and
abroad. The saerifice of the several vietims,
no matter how gullty they may have been, has
to & certain extent oblitersted the effect pro-
duoed, at Jeast ln the eyes of forelgners.
